San Antonio, Texas. 

Mr. Borglum, who several months 
ago was designated to finish the Stene 
Mountain Memorial, which he began 
in’ 1925, called on the mayor and 
save an account of the progress made 
in the Mount Rushmore carving, a 


‘memorial which will show the heads 


of Washington, Lincoln, Jefferson 
and Theodore Roosevelt. The sculp- 


tor arrived Sunday and will leave this 
morning to spend three or four weeks 
in Texas before he returns to Mount 
Rushmore to take up the work on or 
before April 15. 

Describing the work on the Black 
Hills memorial, Mr. Borglum said the 
work had gone on without uninter- 
— except by the weather since 
1930, when it was started. He ex- 
pects to have the memorial completed 
for unveiling by the president in the 
fall of 1934.

Speaker E. D. Rivers nointed out 
to the house during its deliberation 
Monday that if the articles of im- 
peachment are voted it will be neces- 
sary to start the proceedings before 
midnight Saturday night if they are 
to be continued beyond the date of the 
closing of the session, The session 1s 
due to end on March 19, which is Sun- 
day, but the speaker pointe: out that 
that day could be declared dies non 
by action of both houses and Monday 
officially declared the final day of 
session. 

The constitution provides that the 
session must end at midnight on the 
G0th day unless the legislature is in 
the midst of an impeachment trial ind 
also that no business other than the 
impeachment trial may be carried on 
after the close of the regular session. 
The constitution provides that the 
house shall sit with the senaté during 
the trial, but not participate in it 
other than through whatever managers 
may be named as prosecutors. 

The speaker also pointed out Mon- 
day that there is no provision in the 
constitution for paying members for 
the time they remain beyond the regu- 
lar closing hour.

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Pope Solicits World Prayer 
For Solution of Major Ills 


By ANDRE BERDING. 
VATICAN. CITY, March 13—(/)— 


An invitation to the world to pray for 
the success of the economic, disarma- 
ment and war debt conferences was is- 
sued today by Pope Pius XI in his 
allocution at a consistory at which 
he created six new cardinals. 

The pope said he would himself 
pray every day for “concord upon the 
conferences and conversations to take 
place precisely during this holy year 
for world economic readjustment, for 
disarmament—may it be effective ma- 
terially and morally—and for war 
debts.” 

“We invite everyone to do so with 
us.” the pontiff said. adding that the 
saints who will be created this year 
will be powerful intercessors and pa- 
trons of his prayer. 

Summing up world developments un- 
der the headings of joys and sorrows, 
the pope said-that there is a desperate 
pattern in the “critical international 
situation” of the “stained and devas- 
tated earth.” 

He dwelt on the possibility that 
wars and the ¢conomic crisis were 
caused by war on God, ,and as in- 
stances of war on God he cited Russia,

MILLIONS IN GOLD 
RETURNED TO RESERVE 


NEW YORK, March 13.—/)— 
Mildlions in gold continued to return 
to its home base today—the Federal 
Reserve hank—and several thousand 
persons lIjned up before the 22 re- 
ceiving windows at the central institu-| 
tion to exchange coin, bullion and cer- 
tifieates for currency. | 

When the reserve bank's doors open- 
ed at 8:30 o’clock this morning, some 
50 men and women were waiting to 
turn in their gold holdings. Around 
3,000 had arrived before noon. The 
“gold rush” thinned out somewhat in 
the afternoon owing to a rainstorm. 

The large commercial banks were 
particularly heavy depositors of gold 
and certificates during the day. The 
amounts brought in by the financial! 
institutions usually were credited to 
their reserve balances, although some 
took currency in exchange. Individuals 
generally turned in more gold coin 
than certificates. 

The reserve bank remained open 
long after its usual business hours to 
accommodate late arrivals.

Of Funds, Credit Forecast 


By CLAUDE A. JAGGER. 

NEW YORK, March 13.—(?)— 
With the great banking institutions of 
the nation's principal financial cen- 
ters again backing the nation’s busi- 
ness with normal functioning of their 
billions of assets, a momentous chap- 
ter in American financial history ap- 
peared to be drawing swiftly to a 
close today. 

Wall Street financial authorities 
looked for an early restoration of the 
normal flow of funds and credit over 
the country, in keeping with the 
“staggered” plan of opening banks in 
various localities, and expressed high 
encouragement over the clear evi- 
dence of repaired financial confidence 
in the flow of funds back to the big 
New York banks today. 

The Wall Street banks, with re- 
sources in excess of $7,000,000,000, 
all reopened for normal commercial 
business, as well as the great ma- 
jority of the banks in other Federal! 
Reserve cities. The clearing of 
checks between Federal Reserve cities 
was resumed, restoring a vital func- 
tion in the financing of the nation’s 
business. 

Uneasiness over the action of the 
American dollar practically vanished, 
when official quotations were re 
sumed for the first time since March 
3, showing substantial advances 
against such currencies as the pound 
sterling and the French franc, over 
the levels prevailing when quotations 


were discontinued. Dealings were re- 


stricted by the Federal Reserve, how- 
ever, to providing funds for legiti- 
mate commercial transactions, and 
the dollar was evidently boosted by 


the efforts of bear speculators § to 
cover. 

Over-the-counter dealings in UWnit- 
ed States government securities were 
resumed on a limited scale, at prices 
ae slightly under those of March 
3, despite the sharp tightening of the 
money market in the interim. 

The New York Stock Exchange or- 
dered its members to clear all trans- 
actions pending since the start of this 
first important shutdown since the 
outbreak of the World War. While 
comment was withheld by exchange 
officials, usually well-informed quar- 
ters in Wall Street were inclined to 
interpret this as in preparation for 
an early resumption of security trad- 
ing, which it was expected, would 
be marked by an almost simultane- 
ous start of-Dusiness in such leading 
commodity exchanges as the Chicago 
Board of Trade and the New York 
Cotton Exchange. 

In so far as could be learned. no 
day had been set for starting regular 
security and commodity dealings in 
the big exchanges, and it was felt in 
Wall Street that restrictions might 
be imposed at the start, at least, but 
brokers were inclined to the view 
that trading might start as early as 
Wednesday, and probably not later 
than next Monday.

ECONOMIST STRESSES 
TRENDS OF INFLATION 


ATHENS, Ga., March 13.—Possi- 
bilities of inflation as a result of the 
new emergency bank act were em- 
phasized today by Professor Glenn W. 
Sutton before the economics seminar 
of the University of Georgia. Inflation 
and a consequent rise in price levels, 
however, may not be realized. 

The result will depend, Mr. Sutton 
said, upon the public attitude in an- 
ticipating a rising price level and upon 
the policy of the president in regard 
to the collateral backing behind the 
new currency. 

“Whatever may be the future in- 
tention of the government, the United 
States is in fact now off the gold 
standard. This in itself is in some 
measure an inflationary force,” ac- 
cording to the economist. 

“As far as the dangers of inflation 
are concerned, I beWeve that we could |t 
well profit from an increase of prices 
to the 1926 level,” he said. 

Members of the seminar criticized 
the lack of clarity in the government 
program as so far outlined. The opin- 
ion was expressed that a liberal policy 
should be followed in respect to state 
banks, pending a complete re-organiza- 
tion of the banking system along the 
lines of branch banking.
